CHAPTER 1204. 

AN ACT APPOINTING METROPOLITAN PARK COMMISSIONERS. gJJ^ Nov - "• 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1;' The chairman of the park commis- ^koo^miS- 
sioners of the city of Providence, the mayors of the 
cities of Providence, Pawtucket, and Central Falls, 
the presidents of the town councils of the towns of 
East Providence, Cranston, Warwick, Johnston, 
North Providence, and Lincoln, the president of 
Brown University, the president of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Providence, the director of the Rhode 
Island School of Design, the president of the Provi- 
dence Art Club, together with Augustine Jones, Alfred 
Stone, Amasa M. Eaton, Henry A. Barker, and John 
R. Freeman, representing the Public Park Associa- 
tion, are hereby appointed metropolitan park com- 
missioners, and shall hold office for one year. It shall 
be their duty to consider the advisability of laying 
out ample open spaces for the use of the public in 
Providence and in the cities and towns in its vicinity, 
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and they shall have authority to make maps and plana 
of such spaces and to collect such other information 
in relation thereto as they may deem expedient, and 
they shall report to the next general assembly at its 
session in January, 1905, a comprehensive plan for 
laying out, acquiring, and maintaining such open 
spaces. 

Sec. 2. Said commission may employ such as- 
sistants as it may deem necessary, and may expend ' 
not over one thousand dollars therefor and in the 
discharge of its duties, payable, out of anv monev 
not otherwise appropriated, upon the written ordere 
of an executive committee of three persons, to be 
chosen by said commissioners from among their 
own number. Said commissioners shall receive no 
compensation.

All that part of the village of Berkeley charter of 
in the town of Cumberland, bounded and described 
as follows, to wit : " Beginning on the Mendon road, 
at the southerly boundary line of St. Joseph's 
Catholic church estate, thence running southerly 
to the lane on the east side of Mendon road, bounded 
on the north by the Wyatt and the Wilds estates 
and on the south by the Shanahan estate; thence 
southerly along Mendon road with the line of the 
Londsale Company's property on the west side of 
Mendon road to Martin street, thence westerly 
along Martin street to the Berkeley mill; southerly 
from Martin street to Whipple street, 500 feet 
easterly on Whipple street; thence from Whipple 
street to Barrett street easterly 500 feet; thence 
from Barrett street along Mendon road to Cushing 
street and easterly along Cushing street 500 feet; 
thence from Cushing street southerly al6ng Mendon 
road to street bounded on south by Hunt and 
Stewart estates, and along this street westerly 500 
feet," is hereby incorporated into a fire district, to 
be called the Berkeley Fire District; and that said 
district may have a common seal, sue and be sued, 
and enjoy the other powers generally incident to 
corporations, and shall be subject to the provisions 
of Chapter 177 of the General Laws and to all acts 
in amendment thereof and in addition thereto. 

Sec. 2. The inhabitants of said district quali- 
fied to vote in town affairs on propositions to im- 
pose taxes or for the expenditure of money shall 
be eligible to vote and act in all meetings of the cor- 
poration. 

Sec. 3. The annual meeting of said district shall 
be holden on the first Monday in June in each year. 
The first meeting shall be holden, on the first Monday 
in June after the enactment of this act, in the village 
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of Berkeley, in said town of Cumberland, within the 
limits of the fire district, and shall be called by the 
town clerk of the town of Cumberland, notice to be 
given as in the calling of town meetings, said notice, 
if posted, to be posted within the limits of said fire 
district. A vote by ballot shall be taken at said 
meeting upon the proposition, " Shall the Berkeley 
Fire District be established according to the act of 
incorporation passed by the general assembly of the 
state? " If a majority of the persons so voting shall 
vote in the affirmative, then said Berkeley Fire 
District shall be established according to the pro- 
visions of this act; but if a majority of the persons 
so voting shall vote in the negative, then this act 
shall become null and void. 

Sec. 4. Said inhabitants, at each annual meeting, 
and at any other meetings when vacancies occur, 
may elect officers to serve for one year or until the 
next annual meeting and until others be chosen in 
their stead; which officers shall consist of a moder- 
ator, clerk, treasurer, three assessors, and a collector 
of taxes, whose duties and powers within said district 
shall be such as like officers of towns of this state have 
in their respective towns. They may also elect 
firewards and any other needed officers. 

Sec. 5. Said inhabitants, at any of their legal 
meetings, shall have power to order such taxes, and 
provide for the assessing and collecting the same, on 
the said inhabitants and property in said district as 
they shall deem necessary for purchasing and pro- 
curing implements and apparatus and a supply of 
water for the extinguishment of fire ; and such taxes 
so ordered shall be assessed by the assessors of said 
district on the said inhabitants and property there- 
in, according to the last valuation made by the as- 
sessors of the town next previous to said assessment, 
adding, however, any taxable property which may 
have been omitted by said town assessors or after- 
wards acquired; and in the assessing and collecting 
of said taxes such proceedings shall be had by the 
officers of said district, as near as may be, as are re- 
quired to be had by the corresponding officers of 
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towns in assessing and collecting town taxes: Pro- 
vided, however, that the taxes assessed and payable 
in any one year under the provisions of this section 
shall not exceed four mills on each dollar of said 
valuation. 

Sec. 6. Said taxable inhabitants, at any legal 
meeting, shall have the power to enact by-laws 
prescribing the duties of firewards and of the in- 
habitants of said district in time of conflagration, 
and for the purpose of enforcing obedience to the 
commands of the firewards, and appoint officers for 
suppressing disorder and tumult, guarding or re- 
• moving property, or rendering other services in the 
time of fire, and also for the protection of the water- 
pipes, hydrants, safety-valves, water-gates, hose, or 
other apparatus or property of said district, and for 
breach of any such by-law may provide a penalty 
not exceeding a fine of twenty dollars, to be recovered 
for the use of said district, or imprisonment for a ' 
term not exceeding thirty days, which penalty may 
be enforced by prosecution on complaint of any 
member of said board of firewards before any court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec. 7. The firewards appointed by said district 
may order, in time of fire, such buildings to be pulled 
down or blown up as they shall judge necessary to 
stop the progress of the fire; and if it shall happen 
that the pulling down or blowing up of any such 
buildings, by direction as aforesaid, shall be the 
occasion of stopping the progress of such fire, or if 
the fire stop before it comes to the same, the owner 
shall be reasonably paid therefor by a tax upon said 
district, the amount of which tax shall be adjudged 
by the common pleas division of the supreme court 
for the county of Providence, which court is hereby 
authorized and empowered, on application to them, 
made in behalf of such owners, with or without jury 
trial, as such owners may request, to adjudge as to 
the amount necessary, and cause the same to be cer- 
tified to the district, and such tax shall be assessed 
and collected in said district.

Said district may enact all by-laws by 
them judged necessary and expedient for carrying 
the provisions of this act into effect : Provided, that 
no greater penalty be inflicted thereby than is pre- 
scribed in the sixth section hereof, and provided the 
same be not in violation of or repugnant to the laws 
of this state.

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section 1. C. Edward Barney, John B. Carpen- 
ter, and Edward DeV. O'Connor, their associates, 
successors, and assigns, are hereby made a corpora- 
tion by the name of " Barney and Carpenter Com- 
pany," for the purpose of acquiring, holding, man- 
aging, platting, improving, leasing, mortgaging, sel- 
ling, transferring, and conveying real estate, chattel 
interests in realty, leasehold estates, personal prop- 
erty, stocks, debentures, bonds, and notes of other 
corporations; the building of houses and other 
buildings and structures; the transaction of an in- 
surance agency business, subject to the general 
laws of the state; the transaction of a brokerage 
business in real estate, mortgages, stocks, debentures, 
bonds, notes, and other obligations; the care and 
management of estates, collecting rents, and acting 
as agents and attorneys; the loaning or otherwise 
investing of its capital and moneys and the invest- 
ing of such funds as may be placed with it by others 
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for that purpose, and upon such terms and condi- 
tions as may be agreed upon ; and for the transaction 
of any other business connected with any of the fore- 
going purposes or incidental thereto; subject to all 
the duties and liabilities set forth in Chapter 177 of 
the General Laws and the acts in amendment thereof 
or in addition thereto. 

Sec. 2. The capital stock of said corporation 
shall be such amount not to exceed one hundred 
thousand dollars as may be fixed from time to time 
by the corporation, and shall be divided into shares 
of one hundred dollars each.
